could hold appointment by any one 
President. The places of those 
retiring would be filled temporarily 
by House election of lower court 
judges until a new President chose 
successors.

Lange, who brought the Spanish 


question to the attention of the 
Security Council last April by 
charging that Franco was a threat 
to world peace, followed up the 
Russian veto yesterday by seek- 
ing an immediate vote on his orig- 
inal resolution calling for a break 
with Franco Spain by all mem- 
bers of the United Nations. 


Chairman Dr. Francisco Cas- 


tillo Najera of Mexico ruled, how- 
ever, that the council was not pre- 
pared to discuss that issue at once 
and adjourned the meeting until 
Monday afternoon. Barring un- 
usual developments there seemed 
small likelihood that the Polish 
demand for council action against 
Spain would be adopted. 


In the interim the United Na- 


tions Atomic Energy Commission 
—consisting of the 
11 nations 


which compromise the Security 
Council, plus Canada—meets at 
3 p. m., E.D.T., today to discuss 
the United States proposals for 
establishment of an international 
authority to handle the develop- 
ment of atomic energy and to out- 
law the atom bomb as an instru- 
ment of warfare.

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A BLAZING NATION 


Fires in the United States are now taking 


a toll of 10,000 lives yearly in the most hor- 
rible kind of death—burning. 


The nation will suffer the largest fire loss 


in history in 1946, says Frank A. Christen- 
sen, president of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, unless united "effort is made 
nationally to check present excessive burn- 
ing which is due largely to carelessness. 


"The appalling rate of increase in our na- 


tional fire losses calls for the attention of 
everyone interested in the general social and 
economic welfare of our country. If the pres- 
ent rate goes on through 1946, the toll of 
our real wealth, much of it productive wealth 
our people can ill afford to lose today, will 
.surely pass $600,000,000. That will make 
1946 the worst year of reckless burning our 
nation has ever known. 


"Equally shocking and appalling is loss of 


life. A few months ago newspapers had ex- 
tensive reports of a 'Blazing Sunday,' on 
which 26 lives were lost in a few spectacular 
fires. That seemed unusual but it was not. 
An average of "27 lives are lost in fires every 
day." 


Too many people still feel that fire preven- 


tion is something that the other fellow 
should practice. The fire loss will never be 
controlled until every individual becomes 
conscious that fire is dangerous and helps 
eliminate fire hazards. 


Mr. Cnristensen, in asking public coopera- 


tion in fire prevention, is merelv asking tor 
tne people to help save their own lives and 
their own property. Fire insurance can re- 
place some property but not lives. It can 
never cover many of the effects of fire such 
as lost jobs, irreplaceable articles, the 
tragedy of being without a home, not to 
mention articles of sentimental value. 


NEARING THE CROSSROADS 


Orators are always telling audiences that 


we are at the crossroads and dire conse- 
quences will follow if the right path — that is, 
the one they are urging on their unfortunate 
hearers — is not followed. Right now, the 
orators are almost right We are not quite 
there, but the day of "Operation Crossroads" 
is rapidly approaching. The atomic bomb 
experiments at Bikini Atoll will soon be per- 
formed. 


No sentimental oratory should be allowed 


to prevent these tremendous trials. The lives 
of some animals, it is true, will be endan- 
gered. But surely it is better to kill a few 
goats, white mice and even a few cows for 
the sake of the knowledge these experiments 
will bring, than some time later to kill mil- 
lions of animals, and human beings as well, 
for the cause of war. 


Nor should swift cfcceptance of the Baruch 


plan for outlawing warfare bar the trials at 
Bikini, even if the miracle should happen and 
such acceptance should come from all na- 
tions before ih<j uay set for Crossroads. The 
experiments are of immeasurable import- 
ance for the future of the world. The point 
towards peace, toward healing and towards 
mankind's greater welfare. 


RATIONING AND FORESIGHT 


A powerful group of citizens, the League 


of Women Voters, wants rationing restored. 
Urging government planning no\v for man- 
agement of tlic 1946 food crop. these women. 
headed by Miss Anna Lord Straus.*, contend 
that rationing is the only way to insure fair 
sharing of home food supply. One of the 
League broadsides says: 


"A new crop has been planted, but in coun- 


tries where tiiere is iittle farm machinery 
or fertilizer, where farmers are too under- 
nourished to work effectively, the harvest 
will be inadequate for next year. If there 
is another famine in the spring of 1947, it

TRIESTE 


About 200,000 Italians live in that part of 


Northern Italy which centers upon the city of 
Trieste. 
This area also has a Slav population. 


Because the country is Italian, it is claimed by 
Italy; because K possesses a Slav population, it is 
claimed by Yugoslavia. 
Should Yugoslavia come 


into possession of this area, the whole of Northern 
Italy, including such cities as Venice, Padua, 
Brescia and even Milan would be menaced by So- 
viet Russia, the overlord of Yugoslavia. This would 
again lead to an Italian Irridentist movement of 
major proportions and make peace in Southern 
Europe and normal democratic development in 
Italy impossible for a generation. Should Italy be 
permitted to hold this region, Yugoslavia will agi- 
tate for it and seek by every means to infiltrate 
the land with Slave 


The policy of the United States has been to 


support the Italian claims to Trieste on ethnolo- 
gical, geographic and historic grounds. Soviet Rus- 
sia has supported its puppet Yugoslavia. Great 
Britain has tended to support Italy but not at too 
great a cost, particularly after the Mikhailovitch- 
Tito error, for which the British are largely re- 
sponsible. France has been offering a compromise 
which begs the question and is representative of 
that type of French logic which finds the precise 
middle between two ends and leaves neither side 
any satisfaction whatsoever. 


At the last Paris Conference of the Big Four 


this was the situation upon which the Conference 
lost itself. 
And it stands precisely there with a 


tendency to use Trieste to bargain with Soviet 
Russia at the cost of liOO.OOO lives. For it is ob- 
vious from what has been occurring in Yugoslavia 
during the past year that if Tito comes into pos- 
session of 200,000 Italians, he will either enslave 
them as former enemies or kill them as potential 
dangers. Yugoslavia is a totalitarian state, utiliz- 
ing police methods exactly as the Fascists and 
Na2is did. If we opposed Himmler, why support 
Tito? ' 


Italy is one of the frontier lands of Western 


civilization against the new Barbarian Invasion of 
Europe. Italy represents a high form of Western 
civilization, whereas Yugoslavia is a crazy-quilt of 
unassimilated Balkan peoples, steeped injignorance, 
superstitions ar.d racial animosities. 
The three 


principal groups are Serbs, Croats and, Slovenes, 
who do not like each other, but there are also 
strong group* of Albanians, Turks, Bulgars, Hun- 
garians, Gypsies and Italians, none of whom like 
each other. It is fairly difficult to draw an exact 
ethnic line that will not overlap, and therefore this 
area has ever been a trouble spot of Europe. World 
War 1 started at Sarajevo in Yugoslavia. How 
many more wars are to be fought on account of 
this wild country? 


Since Tito has come to power, Yugoslavia be- 


longs to Russia and because of that, Russia holds 
Hungary in thrall as her military line to her pup- 
pet. And now the Russians seek power in North- 
ern Italy to safeguard their bulwark in Yugoslavia. 
It is this constantly expanding bulwark for safety 
which, if recognized by the other powers, will ulti- 
mately lead to the subjugation of Southern Europe 
by Russia by default.- It was recently announced 
that the Yugoslavian army is to be developed and 
trained by Soviet Russia and the arms of both 
countries are to be co-ordinated. In a word, Yugo- 
slavia is to be turned into a military base for Rus- 
sian expansion into Western Europe. 


It is obvious then from the politics and geo- 


graphy of this situation that should Trieste and 
the adjacent area be given to Yugoslavia, Soviet 
Russia would be in a position to control Northern 
Italy and to imperil the whole of Italy. It would 


- soon enough put Russia on the Brenner Pass, 
probably on both terminii of it, and it would for 
prolonged decades keep Italy and the whole of 
Southern Europe in turmoil. 
The Latins cannot 


and will not be subjected to Slav rule; yet that will 
mean bloodshed, civil war, strikes, agitations and 
probably, in the end, a return to some such mad- 
ness as fascism. 
The United States ought not to be a party to 


this further expansion of Soviet Russia into Europe,

The 
physician referred her to an allergist who likewise 
used tests of drugs and foods without success but 
finally discovered that she was allergic to a brand 
of toilet soap which had never caused symptoms in 
any of his other patients. 


I am mentioning this because many physicians 


and even some allergists have patients who are al- 
lergic to "something" yet that something is difficult 
to find. Apparently it takes great patience aside 
from skill or knowledge to obtain results in some 
cases of allergy. 


In the American Journal of Digestive Diseases 


Dr. John A. Turnbull, Boston, reports a number of 
cases to show "that allergy can be detected and 
treated properly only by those who have had care- 
ful training and long experience in this work, who 
are skilled in interpreting the varied reactions given 
by different types of skin and who have the patience 
to give each patient the benefit of all possible sensi- 
tizing proteins." Dr. Turnbull "regularly uses 240 
different test substances in his cases.

States airmail stamps is pre- 
dicted by Second Assistant Post- 
master General Gael Sullivan, Jr., 
with the expected lowering of air- 
mail rates from eight to five cents 
on ounce this summer.
